by freezing'it at 312 degrees below 
zero, was exhibited to the New 
York Merchants' Association today. 


Almost equally amazing was the 


sight of corn popping between two 
jars of ice water, its bursting due 
to radio waves that heated the 
heart of the kernels while the ail- 
about them was chilled. 


The light was frozen at Schen- 


ectady, N. Y., yesterday 
brought 


here in a bottle of liquid air at 
312 degrees below zero and thawed 
out for exhibition bv L. A. Haw- 
kins, executive engineer, and E. I,. 
Manning, physicist, of the General 
Electric Company. 


At Schenectady 
the light was 


produced 
first 
by exposing 
a 


screen made of various ordinary 
minerals to the powerful emana- 
tions of the 
recently 
perfected 


cathrode ray tube. 


After such exposure, the mintr- 


als on the screen glow for some 
time as if red hot, although they 
remain stone cold. 
They sparkle 


in all colors. 
The explanation is 


that 
the 
Cathcode 
emanations, 


when they strike the -extremely 
minute particles of the minerals, 
excite them into extra-rapid vibra- 
tion. This movement is yisiblt as 
light and lasts until, the'extra vi- 
bration ceases. 
That is not very long, but 
the 


scientists 
found 
if 
the glowing 
substances are frozen in liquid air 
the vibration is slowed so greatly 
that the light is quenched. 


Yet the frozen particles retain 


their extra 
energy, 
and when 


warmed up spring back into the 
rapid vibration that becomes light 
again. 
The jars of water beside the pop- 


ping corn contained, in addition 
to cubes of ice, a solution which 
made them electrical conductors, 
so that they were electrodes for 
short' radio waves passing between 
them and through the corn. 
The popping suggests interesting 


possibilities for control of cooking. 
Mr Hawkins points out that not 
a chatred kernel appears in auen 
corn, although the kernels are hot. 
The popping requires about 
two 


minutes. 
The corn apparatus is an adap- 


tation 
of the 
radio fever '.uhe 


which the General Electric Com- 
pany announced less than a year 
ago. This tube produces artifical 
fever in human beings and ani- 
mals and a number of tubes have 
been placed in various medical re- 
search institutions for experiment. 


"The artifical fever treatment," 


said Mr. Hawkins, ''has been used 
with striking success on a wide 
vnrietv of ailments in man 
and 


jnnimals, but it is being left to the 
1 doctors to report the results."

SDL 
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PHYSICAL IMPAIRMENTS 


AND 
OCCUPATIONAL 
CLASSES. 


The United States Public 


Health Service recently pub- 
lished the report of a study 
of the relation of physical 
impairments and broad oc- 
cupational classes, based up- 
on the medical examinations 
of more than 100,000 native 
born adult white males, con- 
ducted by 9,000 different 
physicians in all parts of the 
country. 


Although the association 


of economic or social status 
and health has been given 
detailed consideration in the 
past, the studies have relat- 
ed to sickness or death. Up 
to the present time this pic- 
ture has been inadequate 
because it has not included 
information as to the physi- 
cal conditions of persons 
able to be about and at work 
—that is, when the condition 
•which lead to sickness and 
possible death are in their 
incipiency. The purpose of 
this investigation was to de- 
termine whether the same 
relationships would be found 
in physical condition as mea- 
•sured by the periodic health 
examination. 


The groups used for the 


comparison -vere (a) agri- 
cultural; (b) professional; 
(c) business; and (d) skill- 
ed trade. It should be point- 
ed out that the age distribu- 
tion of these four groups 
\vas practically identical, so 
$iat the rates "f impairments 
for all ages could be used 
'rather generally in the com- 
parison. 


Since 
the 
examinations 


iwere.of persons who had 
carried life 
insurance and 


had accepted the offer of 
insurance 
companies 
for 


free health examination, it 
•would be expected that the 
lower levels would not be 
adequately represented, and 
therefore, that the 
differ- 


ences found would be a min- 
imum expression of the re- 
lationship. 


In spite of this fact, the 


general impression left by 
the various comparisons was 
a definitely higher rate, on 
the average, in the skilled 
trade group. The make-up 
of this group is of some in- 
terest. Of tht 16,714 per- 
sons analyzed, 3,409 were 
classified as machinists; 1,- 
985, carpenters; 1,577, tail- 
ors; 1,256, printers; 1,235, 
electricians; 998, plumbers; 
836, chauffeurs; 834, bar- 
bers; 
829 painters; 
712 


butchers; and 3043 others. 
iThese are groups of persons 
.where we would normally 
expect a somewhat higher 
rate of mortality t h a n 
among professional persons. 
It is a point of great interest 
that the same tendency can 
be shown to exist in records 
of 
physical examinations. 


The 
skilled 
trade 
group 


stands out distinctly from 
the others considered. Its 
rates of impairments are ex- 
cessively high for eye and 
ear conditions, teeth defects, 
heart and pulse, and many 
miscellaneous impairments. 
Possibly the only condition 
which showed a significant- 
ly low rate for the skilled 
trade group was that of cor- 
rected defective vision, a re- 
flection of less care of the 
eyes. 


For most conditions, the 


agricultural 
group would 


seem to have rate-? definite- 
ly below the average for all 
examined, but there are im- 
portant exceptions, notably 
for teeth, stomach, and ab- 
dominal conditions, and the 
genito-urinary system. The 
rates are Ifnv for diseases 
of eye and ear, nose and 
throat, 
heart and 
pulse, 


blood vessels, and many mis- 
cellaneous conditions. 


The 
professional 
group 


conforms more nearly i.o the 
average for the entire popu- 
lation considered. Few con- 
ditions are found to have ex- 
cessive rates, but, on the 
other hand, there are not 
very many with particularly 
low rates.

HIS FIRST TASK 


A small boy looks on a 


tree as a challenge to his 
anthropoid inheritance and 
the endurance of his trous- 
ers or as a standing invita- 
tion to build therein a tree 
house at the risk 
of his 


young neck. A tree surgeon 
estimates it in terms of cav- 
ities and arboreal diseases. 
A lumberman measures the 
giant monarch of the forest 
in board feet. 
The land- 


scape architect considers the 
tree in relation to its sur- 
roundings. 


But 
plain 
people 
who 


must live and work in con- 
gested communities need to 
do greater 
honor to the 


friendly tree and regard it, 
care for it and preserve it 
for its infinatr capacity for 
making community life bear- 
able. 
There must be trees 


in the city, if the air is to 
be pure and sweet, summer 
nights cool and streets and 
gardens beautiful to gaze 
upon. 


Let the lumbermen have 


their way with timber lands 
that lie far from crowded 
towns, but let them spare 
that tree which has grown 
old and lovely at the city's 
back door. No trifling prof- 
it that can be cut out of its 
heart in a sawmill can com- 
pensate for the spiritual loss 
of its company. 


Cities and towns whose 


streets are still arched with 
healthy 
living trees 
and 


whose homes are set in tree- 
studded lawn? can benefit 
from the experience of those 
communities 
which found 


trees in the way and ruth- 
lessly leveled them only to 
discover that trees contrib- 
ute 
much toward making 


city 
life 
comfortable and 


pleasant. Many cities which 
discovered the worth of the 
tree too late are now plant- 
ing new shade trees along 
their thoroughfares at great 
cost.

forty-five of the forty-eight

products and 


each year brings those for- 
eign 
resources nearer ex.- 


haustion. 


At the present rate of re- 


forestation it would require 
2,000 years to reclaim the 
denuded areas, if further 
exploitation of the forests 
were stopped 
now. 
And 


every year we put off refor- 
estation the more difficult 
the task becomes, due to the 
washing away of the rich 
soil left unprotected by for- 
est foliage.

Cherrington's statement was is-
